How |
shall it be dealt with ¢ Shall we permit the
young confederation to dictiate the terms upon
which American fizhermen may pursue their
wocation, or shall we diseard the doctrine of
Nova Scotia peitifoggers and assert the right
of our men to fish within the prohibited line ?
On one hand, our people will not tolerate
terms which they consider both arrogant and
nuujust ; and on the othaer, it were folly to talk |
of our rights unless we are prepared at all
Yezards to enforee them,

Supposititions cases of this natnre might be
multiplied indefinitely. Reterence might be
made to Mexico, to prove by what a slender
thread our mmicable relations with France
have hung since the commencement of the
Maximilinn invasion. Dut it is not nevessary
to particularize. The fact is patent that this
country may without much ado be ealled npon
fo aszert its claims, to vindicate its rights, to
defend its honor, as againgt Luropean Gov-

ernments. (M this contingency, this responsi-
bility, we cannot divest ourselves, save at
the cost of national humiliation. However

earnestly we cultivate peave, however sin-
perely we strive to prevent foreign complica- |
tions, we may at any time find ourselves em- |
Proiled. This is the penalty we must b con-
tent to pay as the price of national greatness.
Now, the query arises, Are we in a position
fhat enables us to contemplate these contin-
gencies with composure I Suppose that com-
plications with England or France wers forced
APon us, Are we as reudy as we ought to be to
encounter them ?  Are we—putting the ques-
gion plainly—prepared for war, as the arbiter
of international diiferences, probable or re-
mote ! .
The prime element of national strength in |
relation to other conntries is the assurance of
eace among our own people.  Fenianigm, be
ta frauds nud follies what they may, at least
§ndioates Bngland's most sensitive spot.  Just
mow, Ireland is England’s peril, The Irish
difliculty is her bond for the maintenance of
peace with every first-class power. It wenkens
aind ondangers her, and'it will continue to do
so until her legislators remove the oauses of
Trish dizaffection. In the same way, for rea-
gons in their nature identical, this conntry is

in no condition to imeet external dificulties.
We cannot hope to maintgin a  vigorous

Jorvign policy #o long as we are afllicted with
domwestic discontent; and from this we shall
not be free, not only until the Union be re-
constructed, but until it e s0 reconstructed
ghat the peoples of the two goctiong shall once
more feel themselves identified in interest and
ambition. That result attained, we may be
Pold and even deliant on (uestions of foreign
policy. Meanwhile England is not more crip-

pled by Ireland’s alienstion and hostility than
& this country by the condition of the Southarn
SHtates, In the case of either, war would be
waged at a disadvantage.

These consilerations are not adduced as
yaasons for complying with the demands of
Southern politicians, So far as they are con-
cerned, we can neither parley nor conceds,
Bituaed as we are, the first daty is to recon-
gtruct on o basis that will be enduring, and
Congress has devided what that basis shall be,
On the plan laid down, however, the work
ghould be pushed forward, care being taken
that it shall be thoroughly done, and done

rowptly. PBut if we would prevent faturs

isaftection—if we would so reorgaunize the
Government, and 20 réndjnst the relations of

the States, that there shall be puity and last- |

ing domestic pence—it behooves us to intlict
o superfluous penalty, and to exercise no
reater soverity than is absolutely necessary,
Confiscate sweepingly, and the United
Eiates will be burdened with an Lreland on a
Jarge scale. Irritate ly, exert yvour
authority wantonly, impress the people with
a conviction that they are the viotims of a re-
rentless congueror, and puny Spain might
dofy the republic with impuonity. O conrse,
the mere politicians will I.w dissutistied under
any scheme whick the North may fmpose.
But it is possible to separate the great body of
1hie Southern people from the wmall 'hm],}- of
Southern politicians; and the accomplishmaent
of this object should bLe borne in mind when
mpplying the reconstruction policy. If we are
mot prepared to forego our pretensions as a
leading power, and tomodify our foreign policy
to suit the purposes of others, we must not
megleet the opportunity of winning back the
wespeot and attachment of the millions whom
we liave foreibly brought under the authority
of the Unlon,

Howard made a strong offort (o make improve-

the Constitution of the United States"'—py pro-
vigion which of course would shnply have fur-
nished one more templation to commit por-
Jury, without making the least addition to the
sponrity of the Constitution,

As a general and sound rule, no man shoald
ever be legally required to swenr or atfirm
anything as atest of fituess for any oflice, or
tor the exercise of any ranclise, unless thsres
existy somoe mesus of proving him guilty of
perjury in cage he breaks his oath, or ratler
of kuowing whether ha ever breaks his osath
ornot. Il a man promises, on oath. to sup-
port the Constitution of the United States, ho
tulills his promise by being a decent citizen
and Jetting the Constitution alone. “Support-
ing'" a constitution consists in living quintly
under it, and refusing to Join in or actively
opposing attempts to overthrow it. Thero-
fore. when a man has sworn troe allegianee 1o
, all his peighbors hnve the moeans of de-
teating lim at onee in cazs he breaks his ontlh,
But when, as Mr. Sumner proposed the otlier
day, you make a man swoear to “support the
diffusion of knowledge,” you have no menus
of knowing whether he has kept his oath or
not, because no definition of “sapport to the
diffusion of knowledge' could possibly be
tixxed wpon that would be satisfactory.

A person anay “support” the ditfusion of
knowledge by giving a small boy a primer, o
by saying ovcasioually in his tamily irele that
education improves the mind, and that know-
ledge is power; but it would always be 1 pos-
sible to find out whether he had even done
this or not.  So also, when you ask a man to
swear thant he is “sincerely attached’ to the
Consgtitution, you exaot an affinmation

Ol

of

falschood. I he s o loyal man, he may take
the oath as olten as he chooses, and cannot be
punished for taking it falsely, In the Middle
Ages ouths were administered very lavighly,

beeause it wis generally belivved that some-

thing dreadinl wonld happen by a speeial act

of PViovidence to peopls who swore falsely,

We do not expect anything of the kind. Wa

rely, it is true, for the sanctity of an oath on

the dread of future punishment on the part of
the person taking it, but only in a very small

degres, becanse we know, as a matter ot faot,

that men’s conduct is inflaenced only very

slightly, as regards the grosser oifenses against

morality, by the fear of penalties to be in-

thcted in the next world, Our main relianes

iz on the penalties intlicted by the Courts in

this world, and we owe it to the cause of pub-

lic morality not to administer ouths, on a

great seale, in cases in which those who take

them know that they are, if they commit per-

jury, safe from human justice at least.

It miay be  suggested that we are wasting
words on this matter, inasmnch as the amend-
ment was not adopted ; but nobody who sees
the extent to which some of our radiocal
fricuds in Cengress are disposed to rely on
test oaths for the safety of this Government
at the South, van help feeling that attention
ought to e called by somebody to the teach-
ings of experience and of common sense on
this point. Many attempts have been made
in the Old World to bolster up institutions of
all kinds, political, ecclesiastical, and social,
by oathis, and they have all failed. In all
countries in which this plan of securing sta-
bility or safety has been resorted 1o, it is being
abandoned in despair, after having cansed an
enormons amount of perjary, and made the
offenge seem o oamere pecondillo i the eves of
the public, For us to resort to it at this day is
worse than ridicnlons.

Aswe have said before, it may ba, and we
helieve it is, proper to exclude at present from
participation in the Government all those who
have, during the last flve years, horne a pro-
nrinent part in the attempt to overthrow it:
but it is not desirnble to exclude thoss who |
ari: uot “sincerely attached to 6.  Our duty
snd inferest are to make them sincerely at-
tached to it by every means in onr power, to
convince them of its benelits, to interest them
inits preservation. Ouaths will not do this; bat
